No, there won't be a next time for the exciting ere of trolley cars in Bellingham 
But we did have them--not just one company, but two! 


The street railway story in our town began in 1897 when a franchise was granted 

by the Selectmen to the Milford, Holliston end Framingham Street Railway Company 
ieee racks trom the Medway line in Caryville to Milford. Fart of this line 

is now Stone Street in Caryville. The following year, a franchise was granted to 
the bilford, Attleboro and Woonsocket Street Railway Corpany to lay rails from the 
tracks of the Milford-Freminghem oe beginning at the present Stone Street; 
up Hartford Avenue =nd then lzple Street to the Four Corners and Mechanic Street 
tO the Frenklin Town line. Another line ran via South Fapvle Street and Center 
Sireet to tne Plackstone line. Interestingly, the Caryville to Forth Bellingham 
tracks stopred on Maple Street where the steam railwey tracks crossed. (Where 
Olbry's Store is now located.) Fassengers hed to walk acress the trecks to board 
erotner car. This line also had a 
great deal of trouble with abutters 
whose lewns extended as much as 20 
feet out onto the town highway boun- 
dery lines? 


Another track ran from the Four Cor- 
ners via l.echanic and Mencon Streets 
Taree corner Of Fhillip Cormier. 
(This is near the present home of 
Werren Crirmines.) Then they went 
over private lend to the Iendon Torn 
Bitiewema tnuence to Milford. Septer- 
ber 6, 1900 was the day the first of 
the trolleys ren to Iilford and a- 
mong the first passengers were lis.

There once lived in Bellingham an old recluse known simply as "Old Tony." 


His 


real neme was Anthony Fiori and it was generally believed that the girl he was 
to marry in the old country died and so great was his sorrow that he was never 


married. 


Tony was an expert mason and would walk to his work with a burlap sack over his 
shoulders with the tools of his trade to towns as far away as Millis and Milford. 
He lived in a tar paper shack built on stilts on Hixon Street where he grew his 


own vegetables and tobacco.

Tony also made wine from his own vineyards. 


Another of his skills was his ability to 
speak fluently in seven Languages. Al- 
though understandable, his English con- 
sisted of a mixture of all seven. 


He was a kindly man and loved children 
who always flocked around him as he would 
walk down the road. 


There was, however, a neighbor who was the 
bane of Tony's life. This neighbor owned 
cows which always raided Tony's garden 
and complaints to the neighbor availed no 
thing. In desperation, Tony decided to 
put up two crudely painted signs for the 
bounds of the two ajoining properties. 

On one was printed "NO TREST" (meaning no 
trespassing.) We are not sure if he did 
not know how to spell the word or whether 
he simply ran out of board. The other 
sign bore the legend, "Cows go home." 

The cows apparently couldn't read as Tony 
thought they could as the damage to his 
garden continued unabated. The cows were 
safe from harm as he could never bring 
himself to harm any animal. 


Tony himself "went home" in the late 


1940's and is buried in an unmarked graves 
Trees and bushes now grow where Tony's
